Byron awoke in one of his melancholy 
moods, and wandered alone in the grounds 
till called to be married. ;His wayward mind 
was full of all the associations that were 
least congenial with the day. His thoughts 
were full of Mary/Chaworth, and of old 
scenes in his life, which he fancied he loved 
because ho was now leaving them behind. 
He declared that his poem of "The Dream:' 
was a true picture of his wedding morning: 
and there are circumstances, not told in his 
"Life," which render this probable. .After 
the ceremony and breakfast, the young 
couple left Seaham for Sir Ralph's seat a° 
Halnaby. 


Towards dusk of that -winter day the car- 


riage drove up to the door, where the old 
butler stood ready to receive his young lady 
and her bridegroom. The moment the car- 
riage door was opened the bridegrdom. 
jumped out and walked away. ' When his 
bride alighted, the old servant was aghast. 
She came up the steps with the listless gait 
of despair. Her face and movements ex- 
pressed such utter horror and desolation 
that the old butler longed to offer his arm 
to-the lonely young creature, as'an assur- 
ance of sympathy and protection. Various 
stories gat abroad as to the cause of this 
horror, one probably as false as another; 
and, for his own.part, Byron met thenrby a 
false story of Miss Milbanke's lady's-maid 
having been stuck in bodkinwise, between 
them. As Lady Byron certainly soon got 
over the shock, the probability is that she 
satisfied herself that he had been suffering 
under one of the dark moods to which he 
was subject, both constitutionally and as 
the poet of moods.

The Chicago Platform. 


Do republicans propose to repudiate the 


glorious platform of principles which they 
adopted at Chicago, with so much unanim- 
ity ? We fear that a portion of the party, 
frightened at the mad threats of the slave 
oligarchy, begin to waver in their support 
of it. 
We hear cif compromises urged by 


republicans, in find out of congress, which 
violate the p!ight«:d faith of the party which 
was pledged when ABRAHAM LINCOLN was 
nominated. It is well enough just now, to 
refer to the Chicago Platform, and see what 
it says in relation to slavery, that we may 
guided in the true path of honor and con- 
sistency by its teachings. The following 
are the seventh and eighth planks of the 
platform: 


7. That the new dogma that the consti- 


tution, of its own force, carries slavery into 
any or all of the territories of the United 
States, is a dangerous -political heresy, at 
variance with the explicit provisions of 
that instrument itself, with contemporane- 
ous exposition, and with legislative and ju- 
dicial precedent; is revolutionary in its 
tendency, and subversive of the peace and 
harmony of the country. 


S. That the normal condition of all the 


territory of the United States is that of 
freedom. 
That as our republican fathers, 


when they had abolished slavery in all our 
national territory, ordained that "no per- 
son should be deprived of life, liberty or 
property without due process of law," it be- 
comes our duty, by legislation, whenever 
such legislation is necessary, to maintain 
this provision of the constitution against 
all attempts to violate it; and we deny the 
authority of congress, of a territorial legis- 
lature, or of any individuals, to give legal 
existence to slavery in any territory of the 
United States. 


1. Here we have it asserted that the con- 


stitution does not, carry slavery into any of 
the territories. 


2. The normal condition of every terri- 


tory is that of freedom. 


?,. That it is our duty, whenever legisla- 


tion is necessary, to maintain the freedom 
of the territories. 


4. It is denied that congress, territorial 


legislatures or individuals, can give legal 
existence to slavery in any territory of the 
United States. 


According to these principles, all of our 


territories, including New Mexico, are free 
to-day. 
If they are free, will any republi- 


can assert that they ought not to be kept 
so 1 That it is not necessary to legislate to 
maintain this freedom ? 
If republicans 


stand by the Chicago Platform, how can 
they a^ree 
to Mr. Kellogg's compro- 


mise, which prohibits congress and the 
territorial legislatures from passing laws to 
abolish slavery, or in any manner interfer- 
ing with it, south of 36° 30' ? 


Again, how can a republican, standing 


upon the Chicago platform, agree to the 
Crittenden amendments, which make it the 
duty of congress to protect slavery in all oi 
our territory, soulh of 38° 30', and in all 
which may be hereafter acquired, south ol 
that line? 


The republicans are called upon to repu- 


diate the main position of their platform in 
order to conciliate southern traitors, under 
a menace that if they do not comply, the 
government will be broken_up. 


This is precisely the state of things at 


the present time. 
The question is, shall 


the republicans back down and compromise 
in the face of threats of violence and disu-

According to this statement, which is 


pretty hard "figuring," but agrees with the 
copy, it will be seen, after deducting the mag- 
nificent balance of 97 cents on hand, the 
society has expended $13,736 84, and .of 
this large'arhount only $2,826 25 was used 
in pay-neat of premiums. 
The society, 


moreover, is in debt $1500 for money bor- 
rowed and used [the past year, viz : $1000 
to N. H. Leffingwell and $500 of the $1000 
loan from the State Bank. 
It will also be 


noticed that among the receipts nothing is 
reported for entries of articles exhibited at 
the state fair, while the proceeds of the sale 
of tickets is $4,703 87. A correspondent 
of the Milwaukee Wisconsin is puzzled 
about the small amount-received from the 
sale of tickets, when it was claimed, that 
during the Thursday of the fair at least 
30,000 persons visited the fair grounds.— 
Perhaps we csn explain this, as well as the 
omission to report anything received from 
exhibitors, by republishing a statement we 
made in the Gazette at the close of the fair. 


" Except to life members, nothing but 


single admissions were issued. 
Exhibitors 


were allowed six tickets for each entry, and 
by this arrangement, after paying §1 for the 
entry, tickets to the amount of $1,50 were 
received. 
One individual, to avail himsel: 


of the benefit of this arrangement, entered 
a scrap book, and entries of other articles 
of an unimportant character were made for 
the same purpose. We heard of one indi 
vidual who received sixty tickets oa entries 
which cost him $10, and thereby received 
20 tickets over the cost of the entries." 


Another system of good "financiering" 


on the part of exhibitors has since come to 
our knowledge. An 'individual took up a 
load of agricultural implements for exhibi- 
tion, drawn by a span of very common 
"roadsters." With an eye to the main 
chance, he entered his team, as well as his 
implements for competition, paying $1 for 
the entry and receiving a week's keeping 
of his horses at the expense of the society. 


If the large item of $10,352 96 in the 


disbursements had been given to the public 
itemised, there wonld be a better opportu- 
nity to judge as to the manner in which the 
management of the society has been con- 
ducted. 
We hope, however, before another 


legislative appropriation'is made that afull 
investigation will be had. 
It certainly 


seems as if so large an expenditure as 
nearly $14,000ought to produce greater and' 
better results. 


P. S. A friend suggests that a remedy 


for the evils complained of would be to 
double the appropriation from the state, and 
endow yearly a model farm and place it un- 
der the charge of the officers of this socie- 
ty. 
Without endorsing this plan, we sub- 


mit it for consideration.

is a feature in the migratory character 
the buffalo not generally known, except t 
hunters, and that is, that the vast body o 
the herd is never found in the same distric 
of country two seasons in succession. Th 
buffalo of North America form an immens 
army marching in one continuous circuit 
but perhaps three-fourths of the entire num 
her of which are found within a range o 
two to three hundred miles. Thus, wher 
buffalo are abundant one year, they are few 
er still the next, until the great body bavin 
completed its circuit, again makes it ap 
pearance. 
This circuit, is completed in 


about four years.' Its western limit is th 
eastern base of the Rocky Mountains, am 
its eastern is bounded by a marginal outlin 
of civilization, extending from the Britisl 
settlements on the north to northern Texa 
on the south. The range of latitude trav 
ersed has for many years been about twen 
ty-three degrees, extending from the Cros
